Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other connments: Applicant's attorney requested interview to discuss the claimed 
invention and the cited references. Applicant's attorneys explained their invention and clarify claims limitation, directing 
said limitation toward the intelligent structure analysis, which is utilized after the scan process, and to structure the 
scan results into logical blocks (i.e. header, text are relating to particular image and so on). The Examiner recommends 
amendments the claimed invention to clarify the claimed invention as discuss above, as well as incorporate the feature 
of using the XML distiller as describes in Applicant's invention Fig. 1 item 18, is necessary.
